of them large) with incomes 
under $4,(X)0 a year. 

When the Job Corps Cen¬ 
ter first started, some 
judges lUsed them for juve¬ 
nile delinquent cases. It was 
not only liable to give the 
Corps a bad name, b,u,t very 
unfair to the youths striving 
so hard to make a step oip 
the ladder of life. It has been 
stopped. 

The average corpsman is a 
gentle, clean-cut youth, but 
his eyes carry the tragic 
look of a boy lost in the new 
world, with its wider hori¬ 
zons, mightier aspirations, 
and vaster obligations. It is 
heart breaking. 

From the time the boy ar¬ 
rives at the Fenner Canyon 
Camp, he is counseled re¬ 
peatedly. A staff of 32 men 
including five teachers, work 
■up to 12 hours a day, much 
of it on their own time to 
aid the youths. Emphasis is 
placed o n reading and 
arithmetic, vocational skills, 
social development, and 
work attitudes. Every effort 
is made to bring a boy up to 
the 7.5 reading level. 

First, textbooks contain 
such simple words as "dog,” 
“cat,” "run,” and "glass.” 
Painting, plumbing, cement 
work, and equipment opera¬ 
tion are learned while doing 
valuable conservation pro¬ 
jects. A savings to the tax- 
payet. 

Cooks in the kitchen and 
auto mechanics in the small 
garage on the center. The 
boys receive $1 a day. $50 a 


’ from 6 to 7 months, before 
I being transferred to the Ur¬ 
ban’ Center, but may bo ex¬ 
tended Up to two years if 
the boy is slowly progress¬ 
ing. 

The people from the close- 
by desert towns of Pearblos- 
som, Little Rock, Lancaster 
and Palmdale know the 
Camp, and the urgency of its 
program. They have met the 
staff and boys an'd have 
gone all out to cooperate. 
They love it. Church groups 
have donated many items to 
the Center. The Palmdale 
School has opened tis swim¬ 
ming pool to the corpsmen, 
every Tuesday night. Fami¬ 
lies invite the boys down to 
Sunday dinners, a far cry 
from the cruel image printed 
in “True” and “Readers Di¬ 
gest” magazines. 

John Henry Joseph Logan, 
Jr., 17, who says he never 
had a friend until he entered 
the Center, sim^ply states, 
“All I want in life is to be 
able to hold a job and be 
respected.” 

The cost of maintaining 
an individual on welfare 
over a lifetime is $100,(X)0. 
but this is not the only cost 
to sustain. The fact that he 
contributes little or nothing 
to the gross national product 
or to effective consumer de¬ 
mands is likewise a loss. 
The Job Corps is one of the 
most important programs in 
our country today.

Public Works Superinten¬ 
dent Don Grigsby presented 
a report om the spreading 
basin and pointed out pos¬ 
sible recommended methods 
for Increasing percolation of 
the basins. Counc i Im a n 
Wagner suggested study of 
a pre-filtering system, which 
would cost approximately 
$60,000, as the best method 
to decrease water loss by in¬ 
ability of the present system 
to assimilate available sup¬ 
ply. 

The Park House has been 
declared an historical monu¬ 
ment by the council at the 
request of the historical so¬ 
ciety and on the recommen¬ 
dation of the Parks and 
Recreation' Commission, 

The building was original¬ 
ly a winery and among one 
of the early buildings erect- 
ed in Sierra Madre. 

Because the Parks and Re¬ 
creation Department does 
not have a director at the 
present time his salary has 
been accumulated in the 
Parks and Recreation ac¬ 
count, and with the concur¬ 


rence of the council will be 
used to provide paved park¬ 
ing In the Bailey Canyon' 
Park. The cost, approximate¬ 
ly $14,000. 

Paving will also be pro¬ 
vided at the Intersection of 
Sierra Madre Blvd. a.nd 
Mountain Trail but this will 
be paid for out of in-lleu gas 
tax funds at at cost of ap¬ 
proximately $11,000.
